BEST IN THE WORLD 


Samples Weighing 44 Pounds to the Bushel Showed at 
Seed Fair This Morning 


The seed grain fair, which opened 


in Robertson's hall this morning, has 


proven again what has been known 


ts Albertans for a long time, that the 
Edmonton district can beat the rest of 
the universe in the production of oats. 

Among the samples sent by the Do- 
minion Government to be used as 
standards in judging the oats fcr the 
award of prizes, was one marked ‘‘ex- 
tra special” and typical of the best 
that Manitoba can produce. They were 
undoubtedly nice-looking oats, and, con- 
sidering that they came from Manito- 
ba, ~veighed pretty well. On the offic- 
ial seales, they tilted the lever ai 
$8 38-4 pounds, which is the Manitoba 
idea of the finest oats that can be 
preduced. 

When the fair opened this morning 
however, ani the Manitoba sample came 
to be compared with the Alberta prod- 
uct, it looked like a very poor finisher 
in the race for supremacy. Among the 
55 samples of oats, which were placed 
on exhibition it is a safe bet that there 
was not one that weighed as light as 
the Manitoba sample, and most of them 
weighed from four to five pounds more. 
One sample of what one would consid- 
er by cbservation to be about on a par 
with all the other samples entered as 
milling oats was put on the scales 
and showed 44 pounds to the bushel, 
over five pounds to the bushel heavier 
than the pride of Manitoba. When it 
is considered that these samples are 
not taken from any large range of 
picked spevimens, but are the regular 
every-day thing in Alberta, an idea can 


be had of the superior quality of the) 


Alberta oats.

gether. For the big Grand Special 
prize, the silver cup offered by the 
Seton-Smith people for the best sam-

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ple of 1,000 bushels, there were nine 
entries and the judges have their work 
cut out for them to tell which one 
is entitled to the prize. At any rate, 
to look at, they seem to be so uniform- 
ly even that it would be hard to tell 
how the judges could find a cifference. 

The largest number of entries is, as 
might be expected, of milling oats. In 
this class there are no less than twen- 
ty-seven samples on exhibit, and all 
of them would take first prize in al- 
most any other city in America except 
Edmonton. ; 

In the short oats class there are 
nineteen entries, and in the Red Fife 
spring wheat class there are nineteen 
samples entered. There are five en- 
tries of Turkey Red fail wheat and 
five entries of malting barley. Nearly 
all the other clases are represented by 
only one or two entries. 

Taking them by school districts, it 
looks as though Clover Bar should car- 
ry off the grand aggregate prize as 
they have away the most samples in 
the competition. From Clover Bar 
school district there are twenty-five en- 
tries. Salisbury and Oliver have five 
each, East Edmonton, Belmont and 
Wimberton have four each and Col- 
chester has two, while Poplar Lake 
has only one entry. 

The exhibits were all in place at a 
comparatively early hour this morn- 
ing and there were a large number of 
spectators to view the samples befcre 
noon. The judges, Messrs. A. Mitchell, 
of McLeod, and W. . McKilligaa, of 
Calgar y who are appointed by the seed 
branch of the Department of Agricuiture 
at Ottawa to do the judging for the 
Alberta seed fairs, spent the morn- 


ing going over the wheat samples. 
They have decided which are the prize 
winners in this class, but so far have 
not put up the red tickets as they do 
not want to award any of the diplomas 
until the judging is complete.

CATCH OF FUR 


Indians Dependent on Reindeer Mi- 
gration May Suffer Want 


E. C. Roberts, a partner of Fletcher 
F Bredin in the fur trading business in 
the north, and F. E. Maroney, arrived 
down from Lesser Slave Lake on Sat- 
urdav night with one of the most yal- 
uable consignments of fur that has go 
far been brought down this winter. Re- 
tween the two they had 38 packs alto- 
gether, valued approximately at $30,000:

Mr. Bredin stated last night that the! 


fur would probably be sold in the city, 
but so far no arrangements have been 
made for their disposition. 

F. C. Roberts. who has been up north 
all season and has had an excellent of- 
portunity to observe says that this 
year will go on record as a phenomen- 
al one in the fur trade. There is more 
fur in the north, around the Lesser 
Slave Lake, where he i8° operating than 
he has even seen before in all his ex- 
perience and he states that reports 
brought in from away down the Mac- 
kenzie assures ‘them that the same is 
true right to the Artic Ocean. So far, 
Mr. Roberts says, the rabbits have liy- 
ed through the winter very well and 
there is a probability that the fur plen- 
titude will last into another year. By 
far the greater part of the value of the 
furs that they brought down igs in 
lynx skins and as lcng as the rabbits 
last in their present number there will 
be plenty of lynx. The coyotes and 
timber wolves are getting very num- 
erous, however, and are creuting ter- 
rible havoc among the game and fur 
bearing animals. The coyotes kill and 
drive out the foxes, and already they 
have made certain districts unprofitable 
that were last year and early this year 
good trapping grounds for foxes. Over 
toward the Peace River, in the moose 
country, the timber wolves are creat- 
ing terrible havoc among the moose. 
and there will be few of the calves live 
through the winter. Next winter. Mr. 
Roberts thinks there will be destitution 
among these Indians. 

For the present, however, the Indians 
all over the north: ws) 4 tho<ona-ex- 
ception of the Reindeer Indians who 
live away to the east of the Athabasca 
and Lesser Slave, are enjoying a sea- 
son of unusual plenty, and are indulg- 
ing in more flour at $7 a sack’ and 
more luxuries than ever before. 

These Indians who are the lonely ex- 
ception to the general: prosperity in 
the north, live in the Reindeer country, 
away to the east of the regular line of 
travel from Edmonton, northward. The 
country inhabited by these Indians is 
the regular winter stamping grounds 
of the reindeer, and it is on them that 
the Indians depend for their winter food. 
These littleanimals, which legend hag 
always endowed with wonderful tra- 
velling capacities, amply justify the 
traditions in the Canadian north. In 
the summer time they graze in the ex- 
treme far north, around the mouth of 
the Coppermine river and each fall 
thev start—usually about the middle of 
September—for the south, migrating a 
total distance of about eight or nine 
hundred miles in a straight line, or, as 
they would have to travel, more like 
1,500 miles. Every once in a while the 
snow in the north country comes ear- 
lier or deeper than usual and then the 
reindeer are unable to get to their us- 
ua’ winter feeding grounds, and when 
these seasons occur there is always 
destitution among the Indians who are 
waiting away down south for their ar- 
rival. That is what has happened in 
that country this winter, and before 
spring, unless the reindeer make their 
way through, there may be consider- 
able starvation among the Indians in 
that country.

The country in which Mr. Clifford in- 
tends to take out oii locations is some 
three hundred and fifty miles to the 
Northwest of Edmonton, but by the 
route that he will travel, it will be a 
trip of over seven hundred miles, all 
of which will be covered with ateam 
and sleigh. His route will be from 
Edmonton to the Athabasca Landing, 
thence up the Athabasca to Lesser 
Slave Lake, thence across to the Peace 
at Peace River Landing, and thence 
up the Peace to Dunvegan. and from 
there south.

King Christian, of Denmark — 


(Mail and Empire.) 

King Christian of Denmark, 
who is dead at the age of 88, was 
famous as a father “rather than 
asamonarch. At heart he was a 
country squire, and loved sim- 
plicity and wholesomeness and 
good cheer more than fame and 
glory and authoritv. His child- 
ren were brought up to admire 
these things, too, and it was once 
said that any of his daughters 
would make a good queen or a 
good farmer’s wife. Their old- 
fashioned training and their plain 
quiet ways of living had as much 
to do with the brilliant matches 
they all made as their personal 
charms had. In Queen Alexan- 
dra the British people have had a 
fine example of Denmark’s Royal 
daughters, for her Majesty has 
in herited richly from her father. 
Her great interest in domestic 
econmy and the skill with which 
she directs many of the operations 
on the Sandringham estate are no 
more than might be expected from 
King Christian's favorite daugh- 
ter. 

The Grandfather of Europe is 
a title that has been bestowed on | 
the late King of Denm wrk, and it 
is a fact that his blood is inter- 
mingled with that of most of the 
Royal houses of the Continent.

As King C hristian was of Ger- 
man descent, it might be easy to 
prove that he and the Kaiser and 
the F Emperor of Austria are kins- 
men. Another daughter was 
married to Prince Ernest Augus- 
tus, Duke of Cumberland. and his 
youngest son married Princess 
Marie d’Orleans. From this ac- 
count of the matrimonial fortunes 
of his family, it will be plain 
that there’ are few European 
Roval houses that do not mourn 
the loss of a distinguished kins- 
man today. : 


As intimated above King Chris- 
tian was not. of pure Danish 
stock. In fact, he was elected to 
the throne just as his was 
elected to the throne of the Hel- 
lenes, and his grandson to the 
throne of Norway. Christian was 
born the fourth son of Duke Wil- 
Kiam of Sehleswig-Holstem-San- 
derburg-Gliic kburg. As a youth 
he entered the service of the Dan- 
ish army, and at the death of 
Frederick VII. was Inspector- 
General and Commander-in-chief 
of the Danish Cavalry. The ci- 
rect descent ended with Frederick 
ViIL., but Christian had been nam- 
ed as his successor by the Treaty 
of London, in 1852, and by the 
Danes themselves a year later. 
His blood’elaim on the throne was 
a slim one.indeed, and was based 
on the fact that his wife, Louise. 
Louise, daughter of the Land- 
grave Wilhelm of Hesse-Cassil, 
was the cousin and heiress’ of 
Frederick VIL. In 1846 however 
when the whole house of Schles- 
wig-Holstein had made a protest 
against the ove rlordship of the 
Danish King, Christian alone had 
remained faithful to De nmark’s 
claims, and no one else wa 
sidered when a new king was to 
be chosen.
